Late applicants or walk-ins will not be permitted to audition. 


Students must audition at the Young Artist Talent Search on April 2 & 3, 2005, to be selected 
for one of the NJPAC Arts Training programs. 


Students must meet the eligibility requirements and adhere to the audition requirements as 
prescribed by each program. 


Please note: The application fee must be paid before an audition will be scheduled. 


Students will be selected to participate in NJPAC Arts Training Programs based on their audi- 
tion. All students who are selected will perform at NJPAC. 


Scholarships are available for programs that charge tuition (see Section V of the Application Form 
for details on how to apply) . 


The first 50 Young Artist Talent Search candidates to return their applications will receive two 
free tickets to an upcoming NJPAC-presented performance.

* Applicants must complete the application at the end of this booklet and submit it along with one letter of 
recommendation from a music instructor (school or private). 

e ALL applicants must audition at NJPAC on April 3, 2005. Students may audition for the full year of classes, 
Fall semester only, or Spring semester only. Please note that students auditioning for a full year of classes may 
receive preference. 

e Tuition for the program is as follows: $400 for 1 semester, $600 for full year. 

© Scholarships are available based on talent and financial need. Section V of the application must be com- 

pleted to apply for scholarship. 


ITION REQUIREMENTS AND GUIDELINES: 


e The audition process will evaluate tone quality, rhythmic feel (swing!), technique, jazz interpretation and 
overall preparation. 

e The auditions will take place in a performance style situation. First auditioners will play scales, then perform 
the melody and improvise on the required tunes. 

* Wind and horn players (saxophone, trumpet, trombone) will audition in groups of 3-4 with a live professional 
rhythm section provided by NJPAC. 

e Rhythm section players (piano, bass, guitar, drums) and vocalists will audition individually, with NJPAC 
musicians providing back-up. 

e A jazz theory evaluation will be administered at the audition.
